on the door posts of the Israelites was 
to be a sign to the angel of death

Nisan after the grand sacrifice had 
been killed, that is, at 3 o'clock, or 
in case the eve of the Passover fell on 
Friday, at 2 o'clock.

Caught by Priests- 


The killing took place In the court 


of the temple, and might be performed 
by a layman, although the "blood had 
to be caught by a priest and rows of 
priests with gold or silver cups in their 
hands stood In line from the temple 
court to the altar, where the blood 
was sprinkled. 
The people taking part In the sac- 


rifice were divided Into three groups. 
The first of these filled the court of. 
the tsmpla, so that the gates had to 
be closed, while they were killing and 
offering paschal lambs, the Levltes on 
the platform raclted the "Hallel" ac- 
companied by instruments of^ brass.

The bill originated in the House, and 
has passed that ody. so that lit would 
not be necessary to send it back there 
but for the fact that the form of the 
betting section was changed 'by the 
Senate. If the House does not. accept 
the change it will be necessary 
to 
place the bill in the hands of a com- 
mittee for ihe adjustment of differ- 
ences in phraseology. 


As it passed the Senate, the gambl- 
ing prohibition reads: 


"It shall be unlawful for any per- 
son or association of persons to bet, 
gamble or make books or pools on the 
result of any trot'ing or running race 
of horses, or boat race, or race of any 
kind, 'or on anj- election or any con- 
test of any kind, or game of baseball. 
Any person or association of persons 
violating the provisions -of this sec- 
tion shall be fined not exceeding $500 
or be imprisoned not more than ninety 
days, or both,"

(•Babcock) was of the opinion that the 
telephone Is of no "commercial" value, 
and that the heads of the company are 
deceiving the public through advertise- 
ments, to the effect that It has had 
wireless communication with San Ftan- 
clsco.

Captain of Detectives 
Petersen 
said 


this morning that he was of the opinion, 
through what had been reported to him 
by City Electrician Babcock, that the 
company was running affairs on fraudu- 
lent Imes and should be Investigated. 


Last February, ho said, he had boon 


Informed by an electrician, whose name 
Is withheld, that he believed tho com- 
pany to be a fraud. As a. consequence, 
Detective Hodgkins and City Electrician 
Babcock went to the office of the com- 
pany, tested the wireless telephone and 
reported back 
that, 
while 
messages 


could be sent from one room to an- 
other, it was not shown that conver- 
sations could bo heard at any distance. 
Admits It Is Wireless. 


'I have never denied," said City Elec- 


trician Babcock this morning, "that the 
company has a wire-less telephone. I do 
say, however, that it Is of no commer- 
cial value. 
There is nothing to indl 


cate that the new company has any 
feature of value not included in other 
wireless concerns." 


"So far," said 
Detective 
Petersen, 


'there have been no formal complaints 
filed against 
the 
company. 
It has 


merely been intimated to me that the 
company is a fraud.
